American steel industry smashed 
all existing peacetim e production 
records in 1948 with an output of 
more than 88 million tons. 
This was disclosed today 
b y 
the American Iron and Steel In­ 
stitute which asserted this year's 
production might have been the 
greatest in history of the indust­ 
ry had not the coal strike last 
April interrupted operations. 
A spokesman for the institute 
said that the war years of 1913 
and 1941 only exes ded the 1918 
production. The 1943 output tot­ 
aled 88.836.512 while the 1944 
figure stood at 89,611,600. 
Basis for this tremendous 1948 
production was attributed to co­ 
operation between m anagem ent 
and the CIO-United Steel Work­ 
ers and the vast expansion pro­ 
gram undertaken by the industry 
soon after VJ-Dav. 
In 1947 Philip Murray, presi­ 
dent of the steel workers union, 
negotiated a two-year contr a e t 
with the industry contain I n g a 
non-strike clause. 
The steel industry's outlay for 
new and made rn equipment since 
the end of the war in the F a r 
East to Decem ber 1948 tot a I e d 
$1400,000.000. The program 
is 
expected to be completed early 
next year.

Dec. 27—A Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati proles so r 
said today the Donora, Pa., smog 
which killed 20 persons last Oct. 
30, could very easily have wiped 
out the town. 
Dr. Clarence A. Mills mention­ 
ed only fumes from a Donora 
zinc smelter as* the susp o d e ti 
cause of the tragedy, and cited 
a possibility that the plant may 
be closed by dam age suits. 
Mills based his findings on a 
house-to-house survey b e i n g 
made by the city council

Donora. He is head of the de­ 
partment of experimental m ed­ 
icine at I T .
